In 1866 the joint companies were author- 
ized by an act of the General Assembly to build 
a branch railroad from La Grange, twenty-eight | 
miles from Louisville, on the Louisville and 
Frankfort railroad, toa point opposite Cin- 
cinnati. . In the spring of that year the stock- 
holders accepted the amendment to their 
charter. wére at once commenced 
and vigorously prosecuted during the summer, 
six different lines having been closely exam- 
ined and estimates based upon those surveys | 
submitted. The actual work of construction 
upoe tl e new road was commenced in May, 
1867, and the last rail was laid in April, 1869. 
When we consider the difficulties that were to 
be overcome in the construction of the new 
line, the number of streams to be spanned 
and the number of elevations to be penetrated 
by tunnels, the work has been accomplished 
much sooner than the most sanguine friends 
of the enterprise had anticipated. . 

COST OF THE ROAD. 

The cost of the Branch railroad to Cincin- 
nati, when complete, will be about four mil- 
lions of dollars—equal to fifty thousand dol- 
lars per mile, Some estimate of the pains- 

sentiment of the company in the per- 
fection of their new line of road may be 
formed, when wt assure the reader that the 
Chief Engineer was directed to shorten th- 
route whenever that wish could be accom- 
plished by an expenditure of less than one 
hundred thousand dollars per mile of distance 
saved.

THE LENGTH OF THE ROAD. 

An exact measurement of the road from ‘ 
Beargrass depot, bad of Jefforson street, 
Louisville,‘to the south end of the propesed 
Newport and Cincinnati bridge gives a total 
length of 106.8 miles, or in round numbers, for 
the sake of convenience, 107 miJ&s from point 
to point. As faras the Kentucky river, mid- 


line runs parallel with and quite close to an 
air-line from Jeffeison strect, Louisville, to 
the Cincinnati suspension bridge. From the 
Kentucky river eastward, while the air-line 
crosses the Ohio river near Warsaw, returning 
im a short distance to the Kentucky side, the 
hne of this road pursues the two parallel val- 
leys Sf Eagle and Black Lick creeks, the 
closest approach to the air-line, in our very 
broken country, which permits a railroad lo- 
cation with gradients so low as sixty feet per 
mile. This location, therefore, holds the van-

THE BRIDGE ACBOSS THE OHIO. 

About two miles of the track of the Ken- 
tacky Central road will pe used for the pres- 
ent t6 reach Covington proper. The right of 
way through Covington and Newport has 
been seoured, and it is proposed to cross the 
Ohio river on a trussed bridge for railroad and 
ordinary travei, with a maximom span of 400 
feet, as prescribed by law, at the foot of Sar- 
atoga street, Covington, to a point opposite, 
about half a mile above the suspension bridge, 
and near the Little Miami depot. This 
bridge . is being constructed by the 
Newport and Cincinnati Bridge Com-. 
pany, a separate corporation, with am- 
ple resources to complete the work in the 
most approved manner. The stone -for the 
bridge is already on the ground, and the work 
The instruction to 
the contractors who have the miatter in charge 
is to have the bridge completed by the lst of 
January next, and, with a favorable season and 
no unforeseen accidents, they will undoubted- 
ly be able te fulfil) their contracts... Tae 
whole length of the bridge is about 1,200 feet.” 

THE ROAD BED 
is graded for single track, with eighteen feet 
clear width in earth-cutting; sixteen feet 
width in rock-cutting and tunnels; sixteen 
feet and over on embankments, where the ma- 
terial permits,and with a minimum embank- 
ment width of fourteen feet. 

The earth — of the line has gener- 
ally been in clay; the rock in limestone, 
either solid in ledges or interstratified with 
lime.shales of indurated clay. The rock lines 
lie from eight to twelve feet below the ground 
surface, and liability to heavy land slides usual 
on newly opened railroads is somewhat dimin- 
ished. A large proportion of the road is al- 
ready ballasted with broken stone, and this 
work will be continued ag rapidly as it is ad- 
visable to do it. 

4 MASONRY. 

The bridge and culvert masonry of this work 
will be found to compare very favorably with 
that of the TIeading railroads. All masonry, 
bridge and culvert, has been laid in cement or 
lime mortar. In all structures of masonry on 
the line ample water way Was allowed. Dur- 
ing the construction ‘of the work, several of 
the largest floods known here, occurred to 
test the sufficiency and stability of the bridges 
and culverts, and with results very satisfac- 
tory. 

THE BRIDGES 

on this line, forty-seven in number, are of the 
most approved plans, and have been subjected 
to unusually severe tests which they bore 

the satisfaction of all parties. The form 0 
bridge truss adapted for all spans of fifty feet 
and over is the Fink triangdlar and suspen- 
sion. For spans under thirty feet the wrought 
fron girder (Phoenix beam) is used. The ‘iron 
trestie-bridges are builton wrought iron tubu- 
lar columns (Phenix pattern) of the same 
character used in the Louisville bridge, over 


ranged self-acting ventilators which afford an 
abundance of fresh air when the car is in mo- 
tion. The lower portion of the ventilators 
is of glass handsomely stained. The ceiling 
is elegantly ornamented with sketches of 
points of interest on the road and fancy 
pieces. The seats are reversible iron frames 
of the most approved pattern, and are uphol- 
stered in green and crimson plush. The cars 
are spacious and seat comfortably sixty per- 
sons. In each car there is a saloon and wash- 
room, water-cooler, mirrors, &. In the 
night the cars are lighted with beautifal lamps 
suspended from the middle of the ceiling. 
The whole interior of the cars, while not 
gaudy, is rich and tasty. The outside appear- 
ance of the cars is very handsome. The 
colors are orange and slate, richly striped. 
The running gear is of the best and most sub- 
stantial pattern. The trucks are twelve- 
wheeled, with four rubber and four elliptical 
springs to each, and the cars run smooth 
and easy,” and A&re the safest in 
use. The average cost of each coach delivered 
was §6,000. The smoking cars are specially 
arranged with revolving seats for the comfort 
of passengers. The postal and baggage cars 
are admirably adapted for the purpose. Tile 
postal car is simply a  postoffice in 
mir iature, with apartments, drawers, 
boxes, &c., for the distribution of the 
mails, The express cars are entered only 
from the side, thus preventing the entrance of 
loungers, which bas heretofore been an almost 
unbearable nuisance to the express messengers. 
The box and flat cars are of the most substan- 
tial build. In fact the entire equipment of 
the road is equal to that of any road in the 
country.
